Count Matsukata Arrived Heres 
On His Way Around the 
World. 



Trip he Says is Not an Official 
One But Taken For 
Pleasure. 



Among the passengers on the steamer 
Kaga Maru, which reached ivoit last 
night, was a distinguished party of Jap- 
anese statesmen and financiers, who are 
traveling around the world via British 
,< 'olitmlbia and the United States. At the 
bead of the party is Count M. Matsu- 
katia, twice premier, and for 14 years 
finance minister of Julian. I. Megata, 
director general of Japanese customs and 
<;. 'Matsukata, son of the count, and Y. 
'Kukni, secretaries made up the party? 
Tin- visit of the party to the United 
iStutes was looked upon in Japan as a 
semii-oUicial journey, a mission for the 
purpose of iioating a national loan, but, 
in an interview given on board the Kaga 
iMuru, ho disclaimed any official connec- 
tion and stated that bis trip was taken 
as a traveler, for the plesure of travel, 
and to broaden ids education. 

Count Matsukata docs not speak the 
English language, and through his sec- 
retary he stated that he did not think' 
the finances of his country were in such 
a Ibad shape that it was necessary to 
have to raise a foreign loan to meet the) 
deficits of the government. The indis- 
criminate introduction of foreign cupi-' 
tal would not, in his opinion, ibe a good 
tiling for Japan, as euich such introduc- 
tion must necessarily disturb the econo- 
mic eiiiiiliflirum of the country. Eoreigu 
money would How in without going fov 
it when the credit of the country was 
established sufficiently, to allow of this.' 

The alliance with Great iBritniii had 
aided made in Japan immensely. Mom 
chants are accepting delivery of goods 
that have been lying ill godowns for 
mouths; the price of bonds have advanc- 
ed, and are still rising, and trade is in 
every way brisker as a result of the al- 
liance, As for the political effect of the 
alliance, it will guarantee peace ill the 
Ear East. 

Asked regarding the published rumors 
of war with Russia, the Count said that 
lie- thought such an event .most unlikely.' 
The alliance was to .bring peace, and, the 
rumors of war must have been started 
before it had been concluded 1 , for that 
agreement wcis a guarantee of peace and 
certainly nol n forerunner of war.

A couple of years ago the 
matter was often heard of on the 
streets, and some correspondence was 
entered into, but it is almost wholly due 
to the persistency of His Worship 
Mayor II ay ward that at last the defin- 
ite offer has been made, as it appears

the City hull yesterday morning: 
Ohus. Ilayward, Usq., Victoria, IS. ('. 

Responding to your communication: If 
the city of Victoria pledges Itself by reso- 
lution of Council to support a free public 
library at cost of not less than Five Thou- 
sand Dollars (5,000) Dollars a. year, and 
provides a suitable site, Mr. Carnegie will 
be glad to furnish Fifty Thousand (50,000) 
Hollars, for the erection of a free public 
library building.

Up to the end of last year the total 
benefactions of 'Mr. Carnegie are esti- 
mated to have exceeded* .fOO.OOO.OOO, the 
list of beneficiaries including numerous 
towns in tlie Old Country us well as 
many in the United States and some in 
Canada. In this province the corner- 
stone of one of the Qarnegie libraries 
will he laid tliis week in Vancouver, 
with Masonic Grand lodge honors. 
There some two months buck the first 
cheek of $5,000 wus received on the 
builder's estimates, ami fair progress- 
has already been made in the erection 
of a handsome brick and granite struc- 
ture. 

Mr. Carnegie's benefactions have been 
almost entirely of an educational sort, 
the gifts of library buildings and li- 
braries alone amounting to some iffiS,- 
000,000, and include such donations as 
the following:

London, March 2-1.— In the House of 
Common*, the War secretary, Mr. Brod- 
rick, announced that a fortnight ago air. 
Sehulk'biirger intimated to Lord Kitchen- 
er his desire lo llie granted a safe eon- 
dunl through the British lines and back 
in order to see Mr. Steyn with referencel 
lo the possibility of peace proposals. Lord 
Kitchener, with tin- consent of the t;ov- 
cruinent, lias acceded to the request. 

The announcement of the War secre- 
tary was received witli cheers. 

Pretoria, March 2:!.— Acting President 
Sehutlaburger, L<\ W. Koitz, ex-secretary 
of .state for the Transvaal, ami Coin- 
mandaiits Lucas Mayer and Kreigh, 
with their secretaries and attendants, 
arrived here yesterday, IMnrch --, at 
2.-04 p. in., on a special train from Bal- 
moral, nlbout 50 miles east of here. They 
came into Balmoral under a Hag of truce. 

Upon arriving here 'Mr. iSchalk-burger 
and his party drove immediately to Lord 
Kitchener's headciuarters, where lie hud 
an interview with the British general. 
The iBoers afterward proceeded to the 
railroad station and entrained :it 5 
o'clock for Kroonstnd, whence they will 
go out under a safe conduct. 

'For a week past Mr. Schalkburger 
and his colleagues have .been stationed 
at Rhenostorkop, north of Balmoral, 
where they have oeen closely pressed by 
British columns. Despatch riders enter- 
ed Balmoral Friday night anil notified 
the British of the approach of the party. 

It is reported that the Boers' position 
at Rhenosterkop had (become almost 
hopeless, and that Mr. 'Schalkburger 
•once narrowly escaped capture. 

Commandant Kreigh is one of the sec- 
retaries of the Boer government. He 
was formerly the administrator of 
Swaziland and has not been prominent 
during the war. 

London, March 24. — There is little dis- 
position in London to regard the news 
of the Boer government's visit to Pre- 
toria any too hopefully. Ofllcial circles 
express the doubts held throughout of 
the .ability of Acting-President Schtxlk- 
Iburger and the other civilian leaders of 
the Boers to induce such men as Gen- 
erals Dowet and Delarey to surrender. 
'Possibly they think the representatives 
of the Transvaal government are desir- 
ous of suing for peace, Ibut there is noth- 
ing to show that they have any authority 
to impose submission on the commandoes 
an the field. 

The .most hopeful sign they see is the 
announcement that Lord Kitchener per- 
mitted Mr. .Sehalkfburger and his com- 
ipituions to proceed to the Orange River 
.Colony, the contention being that unless 
tiir 'British commander-in-chief in South 
Africa, who is on the spot and there? 
fore most thoroughly conversant with 
llie situation, recognized the possibility 
of fruit till results and 'believed in the 
■A faith of the Transvaalers, he would 
not have permitted the visitors to con- 
tinue their pilgrimage to the headquar- 
ters of their Orange River Colony allies. 

The same cautions reserve permeates 
the newspaper utterances anil the com- 
ment in well-informed circles. 

'Some significance is attached to the 
fact that in approaching Lord Kitchener, 
Mr. Schalkburger anil those associated 
with him, carried out to the letter the 
advice given hy the British foreign sec- 
retary, lLord Lausdowne, in his reply to 
the peace note of the Netherlands gov- 
ernment that the quickest ami most 
satisfactory means for arranging a set- 
tlement would be 1>y direct communica- 
tion between the leaders of the Boers 
and the British commander-in-chief in 
'South Africa. But there is no sign that 
the Transvaal mission received any man- 
date from the generals or that the latter 
are prepared to recognize the authority 
of their acting president, .Mr. Schalkhur- 
ger, 1 1 ► negotiate terms for peace. I're- 
sumii'bly tic latter satisfied Lord Kit- 
chener that he h.'d certain clearly de- 
lined proposals to submit to his ally, 
President Kloyn.

Reports Finding of Lee Who 
Was Drowned In the 
Skeena. 



Weather Very Mild In North And

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, B. (J., March 24.— Tiu 
steamer Tees arrived from northern Brit- 
ish Columbia points tonight. She .brings 
news of the hading of the body of the 
old Gorman soldier Lee, who was 
drowned three weeks ago in the Skeena. 
I he itace and hands were partly de- 
stroyed by iish, but it was thought from 
the appearance of the body, that if Lee 
wis murdered as has been suspected by 
his Indian companion on the day of the 
'fatality he was not killed before being 
in the water, as there were no marks of 
violence on the body as far as could bo 
ascertained. The fact that the Indian 
told conflicting stories, acted suspicious-' 
l.v, and when informed that he was sus- 
pected, leaving the country lends to the 
suspicion bhnt he was in some way re- 
sponsible for .Lee's death. The "iirost 
widely accepted theory now is, that Lee 
and the Indian had ,been drinking, and 
when m the middle of the river had a. 
Beullic, the Indian throwing Lee in the 
river or the two men fulling in together, 
-llie canoe being found right side up, 
with a hatchet and other things in the 
bottom suggests that the Indian was in 
the water as well as Lee, and the canoe 
Moated away from the two men, the 
Indian swimming ashore and J ee being! 
drowned. "

Efforts are to be made to raise the 
steamer Islander, which sunt; in a boat 
40 .fathoms of water after contact with 
sunken ice* in Stephens Passage 
on the morning of August 15, caus- 
ing the death of 12 of her com- 
pany. A contract was nigmed yesterday 
morning between Lloyds Salvage asso- 
ciation, of London, England, through 
their local agent, Capt. ,1. (i. Cox, tin. I 
Surtcss 4 lope, a commission merchant, 
shipping broker, ami customs agent o;' 
Seattle, iwhoretby the latter agrees to 
attempt to raise the steamer in con- 
sideration of receiving To per cent, of 
the value of the liner after she is floated. 
Tho negotiations which have resulted in 
this contract have boon going on I'm 
souk time, and some Victoria parties 
have also offered negotiations with the 
Salvage association to raise the steamer 
on a -percentage basis, Lloyds have agreed 
to accept the tonus of the Seattle man, 
and iby the agreement he is to commence 
work within liO days, and a certain term 
—the length of which litis not (been given 
out— will be given him for the completion 
of the work. 

The first work will be to locate tin- 
lost vessel, for as yet her position has 
not been discovered, and the exact spot 
in which the wreck lies is unknown. She 
is generally thought to be in ivbout 30 
or 40 fathoms of water in iStephen's Pas- 
sage, and even when located, the work 
of raising a wreck from such a depth will 
he most difficult. Divers could nut work 
at such ti depth in the ordinary diving 
gear, for the pressure is too great, and 
th"e work would carry with it oven more 
danger than the raising of the sunken 
ship Andelana, which still lies in Tnconin 
harbor, and one diver gave his lite in 
the attempts to reach her. Ribbed ap- 
paratus and other special gear has been 
invented for such work, Ibut even wita 
the stronger gear the work is hazardous. 

One of tho most recent inventions of 
tliis kind is now being completed by the 
(diiof engineer of the lost Islander, Mr. 
Urownloc, who was one of the men who 
escaped. He has invented an armored 
diving caisson of novel model in which 
a man will the a!blo to work tit extreme 
depths, going to much lower depths than 
than in which the Islander lie-;. • The 
now gear is built strongly, and after 
the shape of a l-ell with covered bottom, 
and three legs tire placed beneath to give 
it a stable rest. The diver works inside 
the bell, which is lowered into the water 
with throe strong wires worked on the 
samis winch, and there tire two air pilK'S, 
an out let and inlet running between the 
wires. Tho diver enters his sulhmiirine 
cage nt the surface through a manhole, 
which is <dosod' watertight, and on all 
sides there are closely tightened dead 
lights to give him light. Inside there is 
a motor which works a propeller <-on- 
nected through knuckle joints to make 
them watertight, and with this propeller 
the diver hauls his cage forward. There 
is a telephone inside by means of which 
he is in communication with those at the 
surface, and arrangements are made for 
the working of several long nrms attach- 
ed iby knuckle joints, with iwhioh the 
diver can handle ropes like a gardener 
prunes trees, the arms 'being each pro- 
vided with hand-like pincers to grasp 
anil work the ropes — lor the diver re- 
mains inside the bell throughout, and in- 
side he is safe from the terrible pres- 
sure which would menu instant death 
to a diver in the ordinary shallow water 
apparatus. 

With such lippnratt'.r. the workers on 
the ocean's floor would be safe even at 
the depth in which the lust Islander is 
thought to lie, and it will only In- by 
means of such apparatus or strong gear 
that t' wreck will be raised. The work 
of lo< uting her will lie more simple for 
that can be done from the surface. 
When located the wreckers will no doubt 
endeavor to gel strong wires around her 
as tho salvers who have been endeavor- 
ing unsuccessfully to raise the ship An- 
delana have been doing. The divers will 
bo sent down .to endeavor to get the 
ropes around the iron hull of the sunken 
steamer, and with heavy .binges on the 
surface the wreckers will then hoist the 
vessel and carry her to shallower water, 
or it' possible to the beaches at Hilda 
Bay, where the hull can be temporarily 
repaired and made sufficiently seaworthy 
to reach a dock where she can be hauled 
out. The extreme depth will, however, 
make the work extremely difficult. Diver 
iR.ahlw.in lost his lite there, he. being 
hauled to the surface dead, and on an- 
oTher occasion Diver Heck with insen- 
sible for 24 hours after making a descent 
to the Andelana. 

hi' Mr. Hope and his associates— for he 
is understood to he backed by a syndi- 
cate — are successful, ithey twill earn n 
considerable profit by the salvage of 
the dslander, for as well as the iron hull, 
machinery and boilers, they will secure 
about $311,000 in gold, which was in the 
care of the purser of the Islander, and 
went dmvn in the steamer's -safe. The 
safe will probably be in the iron bull of 
the sunken vessel, although the deck on 
which the purser's office was placed, and 
the large companion way leading from 
the passenger dock to the dining room 
not far from wdicro his office was situat- 
ed, was found on the beach. Exnerjcnc- 
wreckers believe that this deck was 
broken by the crushing of the hull by 
the great pressure, and when breaikin-g 
tho deck would tilt the snfeinto the hull. 
Much of the upper woodwork has been 
found .along the shores near the scene 
of the wreck, and it is believed that all 
tho woodwork of the steamer above the 
main dock broke away when she went 
down. 

Tho wrecking of the Islander will be 
one of the largest and most costly works 
of its kind, and certainly .one involving 
the greatest difficulties that has ever 
been undertaken on this coast.

Norman K. Luxton, the son of the 
well-known Winnipeg newspaper man, 
who made the voyage across the Pacific 
Ocean in a dugout Indian canoe, con- 
verted into a three-masted schooner- 
yacht of four tons, arrived home on 
Thursday by the steamer Aorangi, hav- 
ing abandoned the adventurous cruise 
around the world at Sydney. Luxton, 
whoso health has been run down as a 
result of the hardships encountered on 
the daring trip, tells an interesting stor.\ 
of bis adventures. Tho "Tillikum"— the 
little craft in which Luxton and .1. C. 
Voss voyaged across the ocean, left Vic- 
toria on May 21, and sailed from Vil- 
lage Island on July (>. She snileil be- 
fore a northerly wind to the latitude of 
Cape Mendocino, and there a heavy gale 
was encountered and the schooner was 
hove to, but she dragged to the Golden 
Gate. She sighted a lumber ship, which 
reported the Tilikuui. After tho storm, 
good weather was experienced until 
Hearing the lino. There southerly winds 
were encountered, and although the voy- 
ngers tried to cross at the ISfitli parallel, 
they were blown over to the 150th. For 
seventeen days they were storm-tossed 
in seas which rose in great hills, and it 
seemed as though tho boat would never 
leach the tup. and when at the top it 
seemed that she could n >ver go down, 
but she floated like a cork. Running 
short of water, the mariners of the 
cockle ship headed for the nearest island, 
which was Pcnhyrn Islanl. 

This was the first point of call, and 
the voyagers were needlessly alarmed. 
They made great preparations to resist 
possible attack, for they expected to see 
wild cannibals where docile blacks ap- 
peared, lint tho travelers were Un- 
aware of the character of the natives, 
and shoveled up the bags of sand car- 
ried as ballast, and built a barricade 
around the cockpit. Behind this fort 
Captain Yoss was to stand, rille in 
hand, and cover the landing of Luxton, 
-who was to make a dash lor water. 
Tho two men stood behind their barri- 
cade as the Tilikum entered the lagoon 
through the pretty passage and steered 
towards the village, whoso row of 
houses could bo soon, with a hack- 
ground of eoooanut trees. No natives 
were seen, and this added to tho alarm 
of the couple, and when, fifteen minutes 
Inter, a great throng of blacks swarmed 
from a large building in the village cen- 
tre, they thought the expected attack 
had come. Slowly they sailed along the 
village front; and, rounding a point, 
they saw a 300-toll schooner, which 
hoisted the French flag. She was the 
Tamarac, Captain Dexter, a trader of 
Tahiti, and when they sighted her the 
barricade was removed and rifles hidden. 
Tho Tilikum ran alongside, and Captain 
Dexter was hospitable. After 55 days 
crouched together in the little cabin of 
their vessel, tin; two voyagers thoroughly 
appreciated his kindness. 

As the mariners hoarded the French 
trader the natives reached the beach. 
They formed a striking picture. There 
must have boon six hundred or wore in 
the group, with vari-colorod loin-cloths, 
and with gaudy "'polo-polos" (wreaths) 
strung around their nocks. Their half- 
nakod bodies glistened in the sun with 
the cocoanut-oil shining, and with their 
picturesque village and great palm and 
tropical forests at the back of the chi't- 
tering, gesticulating jiroirp, they formed 
a striking picture. It was quite a con- 
trast, this realization with its picturesque 
calmness to tho expected barbaric wiid- 
rtess. 

Neither Yoss nor- Luxton understood 
the language, and could not translate 
the jargon, but from Captain Dexter 
tlioy learned that the throng had been 
arranging in their council halls for the 
expected trial of n famous cause eclebre, 
in which all were interested. It was n 
matter of [Kindling on pearling grounds 
leased to the French trader, and undo: 
strange circumstances. II. M. S. Torch, 
one of the South Sen pat ruling cruisers', 
arrived there two days after the Tili- 
kum, and the trial commenced before 
her commander, and nearly every black 
on the island was exa.mined before a 
verdict was given in favor id' Captain 
Dexter, fining the natives $18,000, Mexi- 
can, which was paid. Mr. ILuxton has 
photos of the natives carrying the sacks 
of silver to the French trader. 

'At the trial the story of tho pearl 
poaching of a village was told. It seems 
that live years before the natives had 
seized a trading schooner mid held her 
for a 'year, until with the arrival of a 
British man-of-war the trailer laid Ins 
grievance before her master and the 
natives were lined, but could not pay 
and Captain Dexter, who was' then 
there, offered to pay providing the 
islanders would givf- him the use of a 
lagoon for pearl fishing for three years, 
they bo do the work and receive oti"- 
half of the profits. Captain Dexter 
supplied the gear— and strange gear it 
was— and the natives sot rich fast in 
working on the shares. They wanted to 
gel rich faster, and bought gear of their 
own and broke the contract, fishing in- 
dependently, and breaking tho terms of 
the contract. When the Torch arrived, 
that trader laid has case before the 
warship's commander. Captain Me- 
Dongall, and the ease was tried in the 
big lodge. For four days the evidence 
was hoard, and as the natives admitted 
having taken out $18,000 worth of 
pearls from the lagoon, they were fined 
that amount, and six men carried silver 
dollars in sacks to the Taramaeo to 
'make up ihc sum. 

From Penhryn Island the Tilikum 
worked her way to Hum.pre.vs Island. 
Danger Island, and via other islands to 
Samoa, and in all places the natives 
were found most friendly. The weather 
W'lis good and the (voyagers fished, or 
shot at sharks attracted to the surface 
by scraps of paper. At the islands they 
spoke with old-time sailors who had been 
so attracted by tho glamor of life among 
the blacks that they throw their lives 
in with them. Some told tales of black- 
birdtag trips, of pirated junks and in- 
surance jobs, of -wrecks that sold ships, 
of recruiting voyagers where villagers 
wore stolon and packed below closed 
hutches, anil many strange talcs of sel- 
dom sailed seas. Strange customs and 
rites were noticed, and odd doings all 
wore noted. 

At Humphreys Island the natives weie 
followed to church by tho voyagers, and 
there they heard the old blacks rise to 
dissent from the minister when tho 
Biblical tale was of Jonah and the 
whale, or other stories which did not 
sound right. One would vise to take a 
contra view, another to defend the min- 
ister, and then the uproar would be 
general; in fact, there would bo a "holy 
row." iSt range marriage rites were 
noticed, queer family customs and 
legends heard. All told, the voyagers 
enjoyed themselves on the southern 
isles, and then sot sail for Samoa, where 
they visited the grave and the haunts 
of the late Robert Louis Stevenson, and 
heard old-time friends of the famous 
novelist, toll unwritten incidents of tho 
celebrated author's life in the South 
■Seas. The Gorman colony entertained 
them, and then, as the hurriea.no season 
was approaching, they resumed their 
'voyage, shaping their course for Fiji. 
1 Gales blew thctrh from, their course, 
however, and the Tilikum was headed' 
towards Nufon, of the Tonca group, 
'from which island the king ordered the 
Tilikum away. Mr. Luxton told that 
'dignitary that the island was under the 
British flag, and lie being of that race, 
claimed the protection. The King be- 
came excited, also nnsry, and stated

gBBIMSTKIiB UTIOX DEBATE. 

Tho opposition does not apparently in- 
tend to oppose the second reading of 
the ^Redistribution Kill, at least we 
gather as much from the speech of Mr. 
Richard MoBride in tho House yester- 
day. The opposition litis evidently failed 
to discover any grounds upon which the 
Bill could be opposed. Redistribution 
of seats is a knotty question every- 
where, and particularly so in the province 
of .British Columbia. The government 
has approached it ia a spirit of such 
absolute fairness that the criticism of 
the 'Bill has dwindled from dealing with 
its general scope, to criticising certain 
of its less; material details. It is one 
thing to Ibo just, and another tiling to 
satisfy everyone that only justice is 
designed. But here too the government 
has achieved a notable success. After 
the careful anil lucid exposition of the 
Bill by Attorney-General Bberts yes- 
terday, and after the census bulletin and 
■maps were placed ia possession of the 
House, tho method by which the results 
of the Bill were arrived at, was as clear, 
as these results themselves are satis? 
ifactory. From the country, and from 
the more broad-minded members of the 
opposition even, a united chorus of praise 
has arisen as to the way in which this 
problem of Redistribution has been solv- 
ed. As a piece of fair-minded construc- 
tive legislation, this Hill must stand as a 
'monument to the present government. 
It must convince any fair-minded man 
from the Eastern confines of the prov- 
ince to the Straits of San Juan lie Fnen 
that the opposition to the present gov- 
ernment has been erected "ii the llimsy 
basis of persistent misrepresentation. 
We notice that .Mr. Mc.llride endeavored 
to insinuate thai tho government had not 
intended to bring down a Redistribution 
Kill, and that the credit of the 'Bill bo- 
longs to Mi-. Joseph Martin. This in- 
sinuation, besides being unwarranted on 
Mi'. iMoBrido's part, was one of those 
extraordinary political lapses of which 
he is occasionally guilty, and which so 
amply qualify him fur the position he 
now holds. We understand that 'Mr. 
Martin is Mr. McBride's arch political 
enemy, that it was because Mr. Martin 
declined to oppose cm-tain measures of 
the government (with which Mr. Mt- 
I'.ride, by the way, agreed himself), that 
he determined to oppose the government, 
and link arms .with Mr. 'Smith Curtis. 
If so, is it not rather odd that Mr. 
•MeBriile should ascribe 11 measure which 
extorts his reluctant admiration, to a 
source which, he has repeatedly said, 
could never have hail any influence witli 
the government so long as he remained 
a mouther of it. it is as though lie 
said that tho Redistribution Bill was a 
measure beyond the statesmanship of 
any government of which he was a 
mom'ber. If he limits the application of 
his argument, precisely to himself, he 
may find others to agree with him.

They undoubtedly affect 
the new channels so as to lead outsiders 
to believe that Great Britain is con- 
vulsed over matters which do not really 
touch the essentials of any question. The 
heart of the South African situation is, 
that while British reverses neither les- 
sen our tenacity nm- appreciably dimin- 
ish our power to put an end to resis- 
tance, Boer reverses leave the 'Boers 
permanently less able to make headway 
against Great Britaiu. ftooncr or later 
the Boers still in the field must recognize 
this, the sooner they do so, the better 
for them. 1 f ihey arc beginning to re- 
cognize it now, it is very satisfactory. 
Rut, it' Mr. Stcyn, and Generals Dewet 
and LMarey are still unconvinced by 
the logic of events, we doubt whether 
iMr. iSchalkburger will be able to per- 
suade them. 



WlHY MOT MAKE THEM. 

In tho words quoted on Sunday morn- 
ing from the lips of Mr. D. D. Maun, ho 
says: "This will therefore permit the 
company to bring by water the rails in- 
tended for the British Columbia section 
of the road." Tho question is itnrue- 
di.a'tely raised, why not make the. steel 
rails in British Columbia instead of 
ibringing them by water? We do not 
'wish this dismissed as an impossibility. 
It should 'be investigated and proved im- 
possible before the suggestion is lightly 
put aside. We know that when the 
United States gave a contract for the 
building of the battleship Oregon on 
the Pacific Coast, its plates were imado 
out of British Columbia iron ore mixed 
with a smmll percentage of bog iron ore 
procured in the State of . Washington. 
We know moreover that /Mr. Homer 
Swaney expects to ihe abb; to compete 
with Alaibama and Colorado pig iron in 
the Western market, with pig iron made 
from British Columbia ore. Wo know 
thai there is a margin of profit for Brit- 
ish Columlbia pig iron in the common 
Oriental market over 1'ittslbiirg iron of 
$1.25 tu $1.50 per ten, and it certainly 
stands to reason that if we can lay down 
pig iron in the Oriental market cheaper 
than any other producers can, we must 
be able to make it cheaper in British 
Columbia than any other producers could 
lay it down here. What we want to 
know is whether there is any insuper- 
able difficulty in Bossemeriziug this pig 
i''"" and turning it into steel rails in 
competition with such rails made else- 
where. The case of n railway company 
building from Fast to West is entirely 
iMfferent from that of a railway com- 
pany building from West to Fast. In 
the former case the railway company 
pays only the producer's profit. It lays 
the rails down at their destination for 
the Hat. cost, of transportation.

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The Rebellion 

In China 



Passengers By Kaga Maru Tells 
of the Plans of t e 
Insurgents. 

Idea Is to Seize Canton And 
Secure Arms and AH 
Ammunition. 



Advices 'were received by the steamer 
Kasii Maru, which arrived yesterday, that 
the rebellion which has made such o suc- 
cessful start lu Kwaujrsl, Is a well planned 
movement for which the reformers have 
been working for many months. Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen, who led the abortive rebellion of 
a year uko. and who was rescued from the 
fluents of the Chinese government In Lon- 
don by the British government, and who 
has been plotting ncaJnst the Chinese 
dynasty for some years. Is one of the lead- 
ers of the movement, which he directs from 
Yokohama. 

Marcos S. mil, a Yokohama merchant, 
Awlio was a passenger on the Kaga Maru, 
heard details of the propected movement 
from Sun Yat Sen In Yokohama. Mr. II til 
says that If, as the cable reports, the rebels 
have captured six cities and the troops 
of the government are going over to them, 
the movement will be successful. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Sun Y'at Sen, there are fifty 
thousand troops who have offered their ser- 
vices, and who were armed with modern 
rifles. These men formed the nucleus of 
the attacking government forces. All these 
men are proscribed by the Imperial au- 
thorities, the majority of them having 
fought in other rebellions. The objective 
point of the rebels is Canton, a rich and 
densely populated Chinese walled city, to- 
wards which the rebels are lighting their 
way. The countryside thereabouts. . accord 
ing to the leader in Yokohama. Is ready to 
join the movement, against the dynasty, 
and with one or more successes early In 
tin- movement, the rebellion will reach its 
objective point. In his junta in the Japan- 
ese port, Dr. Sun Yat Sen has the list of 
the supply of cannon, small arms and va- 
rious sorts, spears even, ammunition and 
other Impedimenta of war. which his 
agents there has forwarded. lie has also 
the list of treasure in rich Canton. In 
whose eight treasuries It Is estimated there 
are over fifty million dollars In silver bul- 
lion. To seize the treasure and the arrav 
of arms and war munitions locked up with- 
in its walls, the rebels are moving toward 
Canton. The plans are to attack, and if 
possible, take Canton, and with the monies 
and arms seized there, the forces which 
will have flocked to the standard of the 
rebels, will be great. Sun Yat Sen Is con- 
fident of success, and he believes that the 
present Is the most opportune time that 
the movement, which has been so long and 
—carefully planned, could have been launch- 
ed, for drought, hatred of foreign domina- 
tion, and other reasons, have made the 
people of South China ready for revolt. 

The steamer brought no particulars of 
th > capture of the towns taken, but the 
tiles had advices of the arrivals at Kwan- 
tung of thousands of refugees, who were 
hurrying from the rebel advance. The 
Hongkong correspondent of the .11 il of Yo- 
kohama, wired that the whole state of 
Kwansl was said bv the refugees to be In 
a state of revolt. The despatch continued: 
"The various villages under the lurlsdlc- 
tlon of Yulln Chow have been snclterl and 
burned down. The Imperial so-! inn Is de- 
void of Influence. The Insurgent? are pos- 
sessed of arms of the new model."

THE BRIDGE QUESTION. 

Sir,— I repeat again what I said before, 
that the majority of the candidates at the 
last municipal election, advocated a Blows 
bridge for Point BUUce, and 1 uoliCVO the 
majority of those elected advocated the 
same. We were given to uiiUowtaml that 
Mr. T. C. Sorby's plan, if carried out, 
would not cost over $1&0,WX>, that that wu* 
his estimate. We know Unit arewti-ets 
and engineers always give na outside llgurv 
and we do know that In the case or the 
High School building the successful lender 
■was In round numbers, ?8.(HK) below the 
architect's estimate of $30,000. Now, if n 
saving of ¥8,000 can be made on an esti- 
mate of is!0,(XJO on a brick building, surely 
n much larger saving can he made on u 
stone structure, where the stone can be 
supplied in such large dimensions and 
where the majority of the stone need not 
.he dressed, but can be spilt to such a nicety 
that If the crevices are properly tilled In 
with the best cement, a substantial struc- 
ture can be erected at a cost much less 
than the estimate. The Council has SPO,- 
ono on hand, the Tramway company offered 
.$20,000, and the provincial government of- 
fered $30,000, making In all $110,000. I 
think 1 am correct In this. If so, ami the 
architect's estimate is only $150,000, surely 
the City Council would be authorized In 
calling for tenders for a stone bridge, to 
see what It could he erected for. Possibly 
there might he a saving oa the $110,000, 
and I repeal again that It would be very 
unfair to the citizens of Victoria to force 
an expensive steel bridge on them, one 
that would need $1,000 a year to keep in 
repair/ and whose life would not he over 
50 years, when possibly for the amount 
already raised or guaranteed, a substantial 
stone structure could be erected, one that 
would not bo an annual charge on the tax- 
payer, one 'Whose life would not he only 
50 years, 'but a bridge when once erected, 
would be no further charge on the city, 
and one that would be a bridge when It is 
once paid for and for all time to come, lu 
the other case, by the time the bridge Is 
paid for it Is worn out and then you have 
no bridge again. Another view to be taken 
Is that the labor and material would he 
supplied at home. The spending among our 
own people of all the money would more 
than counter-balance the small extra cost 
If there would he auv extra cost whatever 
which I very much doubt If there would 
be, If you take Into consideration the! an- 
nual charge of repair and the length of 
time the different structures would last. 
Let the architects and contractors give a 
bid and then let the people decide what 
they want, and then the aldermen will be 
relieved of all responsibility If a mistake 
Is made. If the people now sit Idly by and 
let the Council go ahead, perhaps the Coun- 
cil will be relieved from all responsibility, 
as there was sufficient time and warning 
to the people to take the matter In hand 
and let the Council know what they do 
want. The Council say that the limit of 
taxation Is reached and that in a feu- 
years a bridge will have to he erected at 
the foot of Johnson street, and that the 
sewers must be extended, and that money 
is needed everywhere, and that on that 
account there cannot ge money enough 
raised to erect a stone bridge. Well, If 
the Council allow the trustees to go ahead 
and Increase salaries and make mistakes 
la letting contracts so that extra money 
must he raised for the finishing of schools, 
as was t'he case lu the present High School 
building. It Is no wonder If the limit of 
taxation Is reached without there being 
sufficient funds for the general and very 
necessary expense of the city lit large. 
No. give an American company a contract 
to build us a steel bridge. Tell them that 
they can come to Victoria and vote In our 
municipal elections; tell them that we are 

fools and Idiots, and that we want some 
one to come and kick us and let us know 
that we are nobody, and then perhaps the 
next generation will awake to their senses 

when it Is too late to be of anv good.

TAXATION. 

Sir, — The complaints re taxation on 
mint's made' by the members of the Asso- 
ciated Kootenay Hoards of Trade during 
their visit 111 this city, opens up an Im- 
portant uuestlon, not only to the district 
which they represent, but equally so to 
this city and its surroundings. Vancouver 
Island Is acknowledged to be essentially 
rich In Its mineral resources, consequently 
tho hardships of the present form of 
taxation on mines as practically slated by 
the delegates and founded upon their ex- 
perience In the Kootenay districts, should 
receive the urgent and lavorable considera- 
tion of the government and those who 
have the Interest of the future of this 
province at heart. 

Taxation Is, if I may term It so, a neces- 
sary evil; still, the main object should be 
to obtain revenue without, as It were, 
••hilling the goose that lays the golden 
eggs." It Is not unusual for governments 
ami corporations deeming It to be to their 
interests to not only exempt from taxa- 
tion, but even to subsidize and grant 
bonuses to railways and other kindred In- 
dustries which are likely to create popula- 
tion ami develop the resources of the 
country. If this Is true, why should this 
province In any way discourage invest- 
ment of capital In our mines, by making 
their Claim for taxes come, as It were, as 
a llrst charge on the property, Irrespective 
of whether the capita) invested obtains a 
f.'iJr return for Its Investment or not V 

It Is known that among tho mineral de- 
posits <>f this country there abound vast 
quantities of low-grade ores. When con- 
sidering the enormous increase of popula- 
j tlon which would bo required in the 
velopnient of such mines, together with the 
heavy expenditures of money for mining 
and smelting, with to the Investor at most 
the prospect of !i moderate return for the 
capital Invested. Then one may he led to 

1 elude that It would be but lust and fair 

that enterprises of this nature distributing 
large amounts of capital and expending 
nearly the whole results of their efforts 
In the employment of labor, should be 
carefully fostered anil encouraged to the 
fullest extent, until they become paying 
Investments. Taxation before then simply 
means oppression, and to snv the least, a 
short-sigh Hod polHcy.. .Mines, like indlv- 
"11 Is. when, prosperous, can well afford to 
contribute a fair share of their gains to 
the revenue of the country without anv 
jusl reason of complaint, while If other- 
wise, they could not atTord lo do so. Tills 

province cannot go far wi g bv following 

tin. British basis of taxation, namely, to 
lew taxes mi Individuals, companies and 
real property In proportion In their gains. 

This phase of the subject should make 
it apparent that it is a'bsolutelv necessary 
in the Interest of this province, that -v.. 
anil our legislators, should at once stand 
united In our effort tu remove the neces- 
sity of such an Injurious form of taxation, 
end support any provincial government 
Hint Is prepared to make a linn demand mi 
the Dominion for a readjustment of the 
terms of union and the return of a fair 
slum.' of the Increased revenues which 
they collect In this province In the shape 
of customs and Internal revenue duties. 
For. as matters stand, how can our local 
government be expected to provide funds 
for the expenditures necessary In fostering 
and encouraging mining, railway and other 
developments, In relurn for the limited 
sources of revenue left at their disposal. 
While the Dominion continues to collect 
and absorb the main resources of the pro- 
vince without any corresponding outlay

His department bad 
been asked to intervene, but he hnd in- 
formed the parties that tin-re wiik no 
law to prevent Japanese going to Atlin. 
Tie iwas pleased to say, however, that 
the parties who had engaged the Japan- 
ese hail given way to public opinion, and 
decided not to employ Jitipa nose. He had 
received the following despatch on the 
suibjeet:

The reading of the despatches was 
greeted with cheers from both sides of 
the House.

He understood the oil 
was on reserved lands, anil he read in 
the Fort Steele 'Prospector that a com- 
pany was working there, and had sunk 
a shaft.

Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir replied in the 
negative.

Hon. Mr. Prentice promised to attend 
to the matter.

Mr. Green resumed the deibate on his 
resolution of -March 20, which was a 3 
follows: 

"That in view of tin- present depressed 
condition of the lend .market, an, I the 
disability under which the producers of 
lead and silver within the province labor 
in not 'being alble lo have the product 
of their mines economically smelted and 
refined: 

"Therefore, in the opinion of this 
House, the public interest requires on 
the nart of the government the serious 
consideration of the establishment and 

operation by the f load smelting and 

roliniug works within the province." 

Speaking to his re-solution, Mr. Green 
said in spite of the report that the min- 
ing industry had shown a substantial 
increase during the past year, he must 
be allowed tu state that' the industry 
was not prospering. The increase in 
output was from established mines, but 
no new properties were being developed, 
and no new capital was being invested. 
In the silver-lead districts business was 
practically at a standstill, although Can- 
ada imports u ' very considerable quan- 
tity of read each year for home consump- 
tion. In 1891) thi! import aggregated 
$VJO,000, anil in 1900, $503,(100, which 
did not include white lead, red lead, lead 
pipes, and other products of lead. The 
Canadian miners were in the power of 
the United States lead trust, and .-Yen 
the relinerics that were established on 
tiio .Canadian side were subservient to 
that corporation. Ho read from an ar- 
ticle in the Sandon Paystreak to show 
■the disabilities under which Canadian 
silver-lead miners were suffering. The 
only remedy for the evil, he contended, 
was the establishment of government re- 
fineries. In that way the product could 
"bo held till the market wa,s fa vora-ble, 
ttlli'.l thus enable the lead to be sold to 
the best ndvantaae, in tin- O'ionr. w hich 
•was the best market for Britisli Co- 
lumbia lead.

successful completion. 

'Mr. Oliver said the 'bridge was of vital 
importance to the whole Froser rivei 
valley, as well as to New Westminster 
and Vancouver. The people were dis- 
satisfied with the delay in (beginning 
work, and he urged upon the government 
to let the contract for the substructure as 
speedily as possible.

As pretty nenrlj- nil the silver in the 
'province came from silver-lead ores, it 
might ibe estimated that there wen: about 
25,250 tons of lead bullion requiring re- 
fining raised in this province last year 
The cost of refining would run at about 
$12 per ton, but of this only about $1 
per ton was profit. This will give about 
$25,000 a year profit to come to a re- 
finery, if constructed here. But it will 
depend on the ability to market the pro- 
duct. 

The sum of !j!25,000 would be .". pet- 
cent, interest on a capital of half a mil- 
lion, but it is doubtful if this sum would 
be anything like sufficient to construct 
and operate a refinery. 

Hi' course, the opening market in the 
Far lEnst will he able to be exploited, 
and British Columbia lias an exceptional- 
ly favorable position for this. Advan- 
tage should be taken of the exposition 
to be held in Japan in 1903 to try and 
"corall" this market. 

It was argued that the Dominion gov- 
ernment should intervene, but they 
showed no intention of doing' so. Agri- 
culture, fishing, lumbering, nnd other 
industries were protected, and assisted, 
and it was only fair that the mining 
industry, the most important of all to 
this province, should be assisted at this 
critical period of its development. (Ap- 
plause.)

Hon. Mr. Prentice moved the third 
reading of the Children's Protection Ait,

In moving the second reading of the 
.Redistribution Hill, Hon. Mr. BbertS 
said the rapid increase in the population 
of the province had necessitated rather 
frequent readjustments of seats. In 1804 
the representation had (been increased to 
.'!.">, and in LS0S to 38, and the present 
bill proposed to further increase the 
members to 42. He pointed out the dif- 
ficulty • in forming a measure of redis- 
tribution which would do full justice to 
every portion of the province, but he 
hoped when honorable .members were 
fully acquainted with the provisions of 
the bill a great majority of the iHoll 
would agree that it was as fair as hill 
as could possibly be framed. 

Taking Vancouver Island, he pointed 
out that Victoria would retain her four 
memlbers. Esquinialt, which 'was a very 
important district on account of the mili- 
tary and naval forces stationed there, 
was reduced to one member, made neces- 
sary from the fad thai certain centres 
of population must have more represen- 
tation, and they must be provided with- 
out inordiually increasing the total num- 
ber of members. North Victoria had 
been divided and a new district — The Is- 
lands— 'created, in order to give fair rep- 
refutation by population. 

He rapidly sketched the outlines nnd 
composition of the newly defined con- 
stituencies, and showed that Vancouver 
Island with a population of 52,220, 
would have Hi members, while the 
'Mainland would have 30 members, with 
a population of 177, IKK). 

Coining to the Mainland, the ha 
representation in the cities had been 
taken .in cities at 5,000, which gav 
Vancouver five members. Richmond, 
Delta, ami Chilliwsic.k remained as they 
were, with one member each, nnd looking 
at. their population it would be found 
that their representation was as nearly 
as possible equalized. One member had 
•Wen taken from Lillooet, and the two 
districts merged into one. Cariboo re- 
mained with two meimbers. There were 
changes in the Kamloops district, and 
in Revelstokc. Trout Lake mining divi- 
sion had been pill into It Oslo, wnlch 
would lie found to be its natural eoui- 
niercial and geographical position. 

Continuing Mr. FJberts rapidly sketch- 
ed the boundaries and natural conditions 
of various Mainland districts. Ross- 
land had 1 n given a meinlber, and the 

country adjoining the city a mem'her. 
Tim other cities ami towns of Kootenay 
and Boundary had been given additional 
representation owing to the fact of the 
importance .and diversity of the interests 
existing in those portions of the prov- 
ince, and their uver increasing popu- 
lation. Cossiar had been divided into 
Atlin and Skeeua, looking to the glow- 
ing importance of those districts. 

iHe submitted that, while tho bill 
might not he absolutely perfect, il was 
as fair as it was possible to make it, 
and he assured the House thai the gov- 
ernment had spared no pains in forming 
il in the best interests of the people of 
the province. They would be quite will- 
ing to receive reasonable suggestions* 
from the opposition with regard to the 
details of the .bill so as to ser-ure as per- 
fect a measure as possible. (Applause.l 

Hon. Mr. Kberts considered a proper 
course to take under Ihc new bill would 
lie to cancel all existing voters' lists 
and prepare new lists in each district. 
That, however, was a matter for con- 
sideration, and he would bo guided by 
the opinions of lion, members. 

He informed the House that the hill 
was not intended to come into force at 
once. There was no necessity for such 
a course, as the government would be 
in power for the next two years, and 
the bill would only come into force wneil 
a general election took place. (Ap- 
plause, ) 

He pointetl out that the government 
had promised last session to bring down 



a redistribution bill as scon as the 
census was completed. They had kept 
their promise and had endeavored to 
present as fair a measure as it jvas pos- 
sible. (Applause.) 

Mr. 'McBride accused the government 
of having brought down the bill under 
pressure' from the opposition ami pablic 
opinion. He acknowledged the diffi- 
culty in the way of framing a redis- 
tribution measure which would meet 
the views of all parties, and credited 
the government with having endeavored 
to frame a fair bill. 

He contended tlutr Vancouver Island 
was not in need of so many representa- 
tives as were the Kootenay and other 
distant districts. The Island districts 
were all so near Victoria that at any 
time representative men could call upon 
the government and prefer requests for 
anything that might he required. 

He again accused the government of 
lack of good faith, contending that they 
had had no intention of bringing down 
the bill at the beginning of the session, 
hut were forced to do so. 

He held that Texada island .should 
have been left in The Islands district 
instead of Tieitig tacked on to Albcrni, 
and that Albcrni should he extended to 
take in a large portion of the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. He also 
criticized the fact of Sidney being in- 
cluded in The Islands, district instead of 
in Saanieh. Cariboo should be divided 
into two districts, as well as Cassiar, 
separating the mining from the urgicul- 
tural sections. 

Mr. Rogers said the people of Cariboo 
had no desire to uuve_tUe district divid- 
ed. 

Continuing, Mr. McBride urged the 
House to work in accord to make the 
hill as perfect as possible. He could 
not credit the Hon. tlu: Attorney-Gen- 
erai with sincerity in the face of 'the 
fact that the bill was brought down 
while North Victoria was unrepresented, 
lb. continued to denounce the govern- 
ment in strong terms till called to or- 
der by Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. McBride went mi to censure the 
government, and was again called to or- 
der. 

Mr. Martin pointed out that Mr. AIc- 
RriUe had no right to proceed after be- 
ing called to order unless he appealed

Mr. McBride wanted to know why 
Troul Lake had been cut away from 
ltevelstoke and put into Sloean. He 
hoped that arrangements would be 
changed before the bill finally passed. 
He also criticized the divisions made 
ill the Boundary country, while express- 
ing his satisfaction at the increased rep- 
resent at ion given to that important dis- 
trict. He commended the government's 
action with regard to the constituencies 
in l he Fraser valley. 

He questioned the wisdom of giving 

Vancouver too hu-ge a reprcscntuttoD. 
If the city went on growing out of prn- 
pot'tiou to the rural districts the presold 
basis of population might he found to 
create a danger or an injustice to the 
country at large. The population of 
the province did not justify un addi- 
tion of four members, ami he asked that 
the effect of such an increase be careful- 
ly considered in committee. 

Capt. Tatbw felt disappointed in the 
biil. It was not satisfactory in many 
respects. He did not believe in the in- 
crease of members. The cost of govern- 
llietn was increasing year by year, and 
the bill would necessarily add to the ex- 
penditure. He would rather have seen 
the House reduced to 11(1 instead of be- 
ing increaseil to -\2. The bill should 
have been framed with the design of do- 
ing away with sectionalism. He claim- 
ed that ' the bill had not been framed 
on the census figures, but on the votes 
cast in the last general election, and 
quoted a mass of figures in support of 
his contention. He deprecated glvju 
increased representation to the mining 
districts, which had large transient 
populations, to the disadvantage of the 
ubler settled portions of the province. 
He considered that the bill gave too 
large a representation to the country 
east of the Cascade mountains. 

Mr. McPhillips claimed that the gov- 
ernment had departed from the true 
principle of redistribution in neglecting 
the agricultural portions of the prov- 
ince. He did not say that other portions 
of the province should nut have fair rep- 
resentation, but lie thought that might 
have been secured by other means than 
cutting down the members of the farm 
ing districts. lie said a gross gerry 
lliander had been made in Albcrni in 
adding Texada Island to the district, 
and he had no doubt other instances of 
the same kind would be found in other 
portions of the province. Trout Lake 
hod been taken out of Kevelstoke and 
added to Sandon— he asked the govern 
meat why this had been dune— while 
the whole trend of trade was from 
Trout Lake to Kevelstoke. 

He regret tv that he could not agree 
with the government on the hill, as he 
did not consider "Tt had been drafted 
with a sincere intention of doing justice 
to all parts of the provini e. 

Mr. Martin thought the hill tin admir- 
able one, although he did not consider 
it perfect. Taking all the circumstances; 
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lent and the country in- 
. the bill was worthy of 
upared with the redisl ri- 
ght down by l ho Semlin 
• present was an admir- 
egishitToii. In that bill 
ring and outrageous ger- 
. Nannimo constituencies, 
ccotlllt he bail voted 
'eated it. 

•ad Mr. Martin's agree- 
Kelly to support the bill 
the Nanniiuo matter was amended in 
mmitl "f. 

Mr. Martin explained his conduct on 
giving valid reasons for 
then went on to iliseuss 
policy of the government 
had been, so far as he 
leave existing constituen- 
cies alone so far as possible.

There was only a 
population of 1,500, with all the terri- 
tory added.

ber were too small, lis argued by cer- 
tain hon. members, why was it wrong 
to increase the size of Alherni in order 
to bring it up to a fair basis of popula- 
tion '! 

He considered the government had 
done as fairly as it, was possible to ac- 
commodate tiio representation with the 
business and geographical conditions of 
the province. It was impossible to bring 
in a mathematically correct bill. It 
never had been done in any country. A 
howl had been raised prior to the Vic- 
toria by-election that the government in- 
tended to take away one of her mem- 
bers.. In retaining her four members 
:d_ Victoria the government hnd in all 
fairness to give Vancouver nn addition- 
al member. Personally he would have 
been quite content that Vancouver 
should have had only four members, but 
111 that event, carrying out the same 
principle, Victoria would have had to 

intent herself with three. 

Six o'clcok having arrived. Mr. Mar- 
tin moved an adjournment of the de- 
bate. 

The House then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
today.
